INCREASED FLOW 


Secretary of War Refuses to 
Allow an Additional Diver- 
sion of Water from Lake. 


FEARS HARM TO NAVIGATION 


Declares Rights of Cafiada Are In- 
volved in the hicago Petition 
Presented. 


PUTS REQUEST UP TO CONGRESS 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washtagton, D.-C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of War Stimgon’s formal! decision, 
refusing additional diversion of water from 
Lake Michigan to the Chicago drainage 
canal, was made public today. 

The decision is based in great part upon 
the chief engineer's report that to grant the 
Chicago petition would be detrimental to 
lake navigation. 

As this is a matter which would affect Can- 
ada as well as the United States, Mr. Stim- 
son refuses to take the responsibility of 
granting the petition and says the relief 
which Chicago asks, if granted at all, must 
be granted by an act of congress. 

Mr. Stimson also said that there are other 
methods open for Chicago to dispose of its 


| peowage—tanks or farm system—and intimat- 


ed that the city should * get busy *’ and work 
out some such system for its present and 
prospective excess of sewage. 


Will Take Fight to Congress. 

Several members of the Illinois delegation 
are prepating to introduce at the special 
gession of the next congress bills granting 
the desired authority to the city. Repre- 
sentatives Madden and Gallagher will take 
leading parts in the effort to aid the city. 

That there will be great opposition is rec- 
ognized. The steel trust and other lake 
shipping interests are opposed bitterly to 
increasing the flow of the sanitary canal, as 
are communities on Lake Michigan and the 
other lakes. 

“Tam exceedingly disappointed by Seore- 
tary Stimson's decision,’’ said Congresemen 
Madden. ‘I think he went further than 
necessary in denying Chicago’s petition. I 
am confident, however, that we shall have 
no trouble in getting the necessary legisia- 
tion from congress.” 


Text of the Decision. 

“The Chicago Drainage canal was opened 
in January, 1900," says the Secretary decl- 
‘‘Tt reverses the flow of the Chicago 
river, which formerly emptied into Lake 
Michigan and as a result a portion of the 
waters of that lake, instead of following 
their former course through Lakes Huron, 
Erie. and Ontario Into the St. Lawrence, are 
now carried across the watershed into the 
Ill.nois river, and through that to the Mis- 
sissippi and the Gulf of Mexico.” 

The canal thus serves as a system of drain- 
age for the city of Chicago, carrying the 
sewage of that city southward to the Missis- 
sippi, and thus protects the water supply of 
that city, which f@ taken from Lake Mich- 
igan. 

Permission to Divert Water. 

“Permission to divert water from Lake 
Michigan was first granted by my predeces- 
sor, Secretary Alger, on May 8, 1899. He per- 
mitted a flowage of 5,000 cubic feet per eecond, 
but his permit comtained the following condi- 
tions: 

‘? That it be distinctly understood that 
it ig the intention of the secretary of war 
to submit the questions connected with 
the work of the sanitary district of Chi- 
cago to congress for consideration and 
final action, and that this permit shall be 
subject to such action as may be taken 
by congress. 

‘ That if at any time it becomes ap- 
parent thet the ourrent created by such 
drainage works in the south and main 
branches of the Chicago river be unreas- 
onably obstructive to navigation or in- 
jurious to property, the secretary of war 
reserves the right to cloge said discharge 
through eaid channel or to modify it to 
euch extent as may be demanded by navi- 
gation and property interests along sald 
Chicago river and its south branch. 


Modification of Permit. 

‘ Subsequéntly, during the edministration 
of Secretary Root, the amount of the cur- 
rent permitted to be taken was modified or 
restricted until Dec. 5, 1901, when it wae fixed 
at the amount now permitted, and these per- 
mits contained the condition— 

“ That the permission herein given shall 
be subject to such modifications as in 
the opinion of the secretary of war the 
public interests may from time to time 
require. 

‘‘On March 14, 1907, an application made 
for permission to divert an additional 4,000 
eubie feet per second for the purpose of re- 
versing the current of the Calumet river and 
flowing that river also through the canal to 
drain the southern portion of Chicago was 
denied by Secretary Taft in an opinion in 
which he referred once more to the desira- 
bility of submitting ‘ this question of capital 
and national importance to the congress of 
the United States.’ 

Must Not Injure Commerce, 

“Tt is clear that even under the conditions 
heretofore manifested in these applications, 
thé proposition to divert the waters of Lake 
Michigan into another watershed hes not 
been entertained without hesitation and care- 
ful restriction by my predecessors, The pro- 
piety of obtaining congres#ionel sanction 


for the project has been pointed out fromthe | 


beginning, and the form in which the permit 
has been granted, even for the moderate 
amount of diversion permitted, has been so 
phrased as to indicate that the permisrion 
was predicated upon the absence of any sub- 
stantial injury to commerce.

Pastor Chooses “Strong Arm” 
Squad for Women at Eve- 
ning Services. 


CITY CRIMINALS FEARED. 


Members of the First United Presbsterian 
ehurch started last nicht to emulate in Chl- 


cago the Pilgrims who in early colony days 


were forced to guard their wives‘ and daugt- 
ters on their way to worship. Seventeen 
husky men of the congregation were chosen 
by the Rev. James E. Walker, the pastor, 
to escort women to.and from the evening 
service. 

The escort was organized to defend the 
women and girls from thugs and auto ban- 
dite prowling about the city. The system »1 
escorts will be maintained throughout the 
winter at least at all evening meetings’ in 


the church. 


Says Two Women Were Followed. 

“Wiomen were afraid to come out to the 
night meetings,’ sald Dr. Walker. “ There 
was nothing else to do but provide escorts 
for them. A mother and daughter were 
followed by two men last week. Their 
screams saved them from harm. Many mem- 
bers come long distances to our church. 
After they heard of the experience of the 
two women they told me they could not 
come to the night meetings. 

“We were to have special preparatory 
services on Wednesday evening for com- 
munion Sunday. I wish to have all the 
members attend these preparatory services. 
I decided to ask the men to offer their cour- 
age and bravery for the good of the church. 
They liked the idea of becoming special pro- 
tectors of the women. Married men joined 
with the young men as loyal knights. 

“They gave me permission to announce 
their names from the pulpit as members of 
the church's guard, to £0 where the pastor 
sent them. The men’s services will continue 
indefinitely, and are good for the mid- 
weekly meetings a8 well as on the Sabbath.” 


Attendance Is Doubled. 

As a result of the minister's announce- 
ment of the “escort plan ” the attendance at 
the church was doubled last night. Lonely 
youths of the congregation, hopeful of be- 
coming protectors of fair maidens, flocked 
to the liftle church at Central Park and 
Congress street. It looked as if the pastor 
would have to hold an overflow meeting in 
the church yard. 

Girls and women came in throngs. Most 


of them brought escorts. The men, how. 


ever, predominated in the faces before the 


pulpit. 
Every one seemed nervous during lulls In 


the services. Some ofthe young women were 
heard speculating on what sort of escort 
they would draw. Several young men 
woked over the congregation, doubtful 
whether or not they had come in vain. 


Pastor Introduces Couple. 

When the service ended the pastor passed 
to the door and greeted each one passing 
out. The young men who had volunteered 
to act as escorts drew up behind Dr. Walker. 

“ Have you an escort?” the pastor asked 
each woman or girl who did not leave with 
a man companion. 

“No,” replied one ae 

“Then meet Mr. Henderson. He would 
be glad to see you to your home.” 

A young man then stepped forward, bowed, 
and took up the duties of escort. 

When the escorts had been allotted by the 
pastor five young men were disappointed 
because there were not enough women to 
go around. They stood at the church door, 
sadly looking at the more fortunate men. 


Confides His Loneliness. 

One girl who was given 4 protector found 
her escort a polite young gentleman who 
confided to her his loneliness. 

‘T am eo lonely in this great city that 
often I go to my room and cry,” confided 


the show afone, but there is no fun in thet— | 


going alone. BR is hard work getting ac- 
quainted. Chicagoisso big. There area lot 
of real young girlie at the church, but they 
don't interest me. 

“TI think the minister’s plan is great, don't 
you?” he asked. 

When they Were ready to board a car the 
young woman wished topay the car fare.

Patrolmen, $1,000 for firet year with 
yearly tIncreage of $100 until $1,400 is 
reached (present maximum is $1,320).

HEAD FOR CHICAGO 


Three Joliet Fugitives Abandon 
Ato at Sherburnville, Ill., 
‘After Asking Way to Gary. 


ARMED PURSUERS QUIT 


Police Here and in Indiana Towns 
Warned to Be on Lookout 
for Men. 


FOUR SLAYERS NOW AT LIBERTY 


With the recovery, near Sherburnville, Til, 
of the automobile used by three desperate 
convicts, two of them murderers, to escape 
on Saturday afternoon from the penitentiary 
et Joliet. ‘and the information it was 
abandoned at 8 o'clock on Saturday night, 
Deputy Warden Matthew conceded last 
night the fugitives had been successful in 
reaching Chicago, which had been their des- 
timation. 

As they reported He called in the heavily 
armed guards and deputy sheriffs who had 
been scouting over the turnpikes of northern 
Iiiinoig and Indiana in automobiles and 
alarming repidents by their inquiries. He at 
once communicated by long distance tele- 
phone with the police of Chicago and the steel 
towns on the south shore to redouble the 
watch for the jailbreakers. 


Four Desperadoes in Chicago? 

If the conclusion of the authorities is cor- 
rect, Chicago is now the haven of four con- 
victs who have escaped from the Joliet prison. 
They ate: 

Sigmund Broesche, “the strangler,” 
who choked a man to death and was 
serving a life sentence. 

Stephen Ayers, sentenced to fourteen 
years for shooting a private detective 
in a jealous rage. He had served eight- 
een montha, 

Edward -Sheldon, habitual criminal, 
who would have done an even year of 
his sentence if he had remained in 
prison another day. 

Frank “Trilby ” Thompson, convicted 
for murder and who is believed by the 
police to be the head of the most daring 
band of automobile bandits. 

The ftiret three named are the men who 
made the daring “ getaway " in midafter- 
noon on Saturday. Thompson effected his 
escape Oct. 27 by crawling out of a shop 
window and climbing @ wall. 

There ie a price of $50 on eath of these 
men. It was intimated last night that Gov. 
Deneen would be asked to offer a special re- 
ward for their capture. 


Convicts Abandon Auto. 

Word that the automobile in which the 
prisoners drove through the prison gate had 
been found was received at Joliet at 8:30 
o'clock last night. The information cameas 
a new chew after uniformed guards, ina pur- 
suing car and almost twenty-four hours be- 
hind their quarry, had traced the fleeing trio 
to a crossroad about four miles west of Low- 
ell, Ind. A peculiar tire tread had enabled 
them to follow that far. When they reached 
the junction of the roads traffic had obiit- 
erated, the tire marks. 

The guards now know they were then 
within two miles of the automobile they were 
geeking. Deputy Warden Matihew was no- 
tified of the recovery of the stolen car by 
Deputy Sheriff W. J. Riley of Momence, Ind. 
In the evening he received a telephone call 
from Jake Fourberger, who has a farmabout 
eight miles southwest of that town. Four- 
berger told nim a black automobile with a 
yellow painted running gear had been left 
in a lame leading to the farmhouse of David 
Love, who lives a quarter of a mile south 
and just on the outskirts of the town of

THROUGH SALOON STATUTES. 


Dr. M. P. Boynton Calls Executive's 
Acts Lawless—Crime May Be Logical 
Outcome of Nonenforcement of Laws. 


“A brick-bat thrown by an auto bandit 
through the plate giass window of some 
jewelry shop is no more lawless than « 
brick-bat thrown by the mayor through 
the Sunday closing law and other tegisia- 
tion." 

This statement was made last night by the 
Rev. M. P. Boynton of Lexington Avenue 
Baptist church. 

“Chicago most certainly ts crime iInfest- 
ed,” he said. “And why not?’ Laws are 
not enforced here when they apply tocertain 
crime breeding {nstitutions. The saloon laws 
of the city are violated openly every day in 
the year. ‘ 

“The jury system is largely broken down 
in this city. Criminals have admitted their 
lawlessness and yet been declared guiltless 
by juries. Political judges administer the 
law.

. “ Careful observations and calculations

,the chief of engineers, covering observations 
for the bast forty-six years, indicate that a 
withdrawal of 10,000 cubic feet a second

Inches. 
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Injury to Other Harbors. 

“The foregoing effects would be produced 
at mean iake levele; the lowering effects 
would be much greater at low water periods— 
the precise titme when any additiona? short- 
age would be most keenly felt. 

“ This reduction would create substantial 
injury in all of the American harbors of the 


great lakes and in the St. Marys, St. Clair, 


and Detroit rivers. It would produce equal 
injury in Canadian harbors on the great 
lakes, and a still greater injury on the 
lower St. Lawrence, the Canadian officials 
claiming a probable lowering effect of 12 
inches at Montreal at low water. 

“The United States has improved about 
106 harbors and rivers on the great lekes 
affected by thie diversion and has spent on 
such improvements over $90,000,000. The 
Canadian government has improved over 50 
harbors on Georgian bay and Lakes Huron, 
&. Clair, Erie, and Ontario. . 


Rights Named in Treaty. 

* By treaty American vessels are accord- 
ed equa! rights of navigation with Canadian 
vessels in all these waters, including the 
St. Lawrence river. ‘The reduction of the 
water in these harbors and channels would 
diminish to just that extent. the amount of 
these improvements, and would nullify to 
just that extent the effects of the moneys 
which have been appropriated for that pur- 
pose by the reepective governments. 

“Connecting various portions “f these 
waterways are the two canals at the Sault 
Ste. Marie, the Welland canal, and a num- 
ber of canals on the St. Lawrence river. 
The available depth of water over one or 
all sills of each of these canals would be 
affected, and in some cases reconstruction 
might even be made necessary. 


Increase of Lake Trafic. 

“The enormous lake traffic which uses 
these harbors and these rivers is increasing 
with great rapidity, both in gross volume 
and in the size and average draft of the 
vessels employed therein. The chief of en- 
gineers reports that to lower the water sur- 
face 6 inches would reduce the permissible 
load of one of the large modern vessels by 
from 300 to 550 tons, with a consequent loss 
of from $3,600 to $7,000 in freights for such 
vessel per season. 

“The international waterways commis- 
sion reported that it would be & conserva- 
tive’ estimate which would make the loss 
to the navigation interests resulting from 
a reduction of. 6 inches in the depth of water 
as $1,500,000 per annum, or a sum which. 
capitalized at 4 per cent, would amount to 
a loss of $37,500,000 (see third progress re- 
port of international waterways commission 
of Dec. 1, 1907, p. 24). The lowest careful 
estimate of injury to American veseels alone 
is reported by the chief of engineers as 


$1,000,000 per year. 
Effect on Lake Levels, 


“The argument was made before me that, 
sowing to the well known fact that the lev- 
els of the lake vary, owing to winds and 
change of barometric pressure, Dy amounts 
even greater than the reduction which would 
be caused by this canal, therefore the pro- 
posed reduction is of no consequence. This 
argument is well disposed of in the report 
of the international waterways commission 
of Jan. 4, 1907, on page 8, as follows: 

“It is evident that the average level of 
the lake may be lowered considerably 
without the change becoming immediate- 
ly apparent, and. that fact has bee used 

argument to prove that the low- 
caused by the Chicago drainage 
cana! is 6f no consequence to those in- 
terested in navigation. Since they can- 
not see it they will not know it and will 
not feel it. The argument ts fallacious. 
It is true that they cannot see it im- 
mediately, but they will soon feel it and 
know it through the most costly 
means of acquiring knowledge—the in- 
jury to their materia! interesta. The 
oscillations will remain the same as be- 
fore, but low water will fall lower and 
high water will rise less high. The aver- 
age draft of vessels must be diminished 
by the amount that the average level ts 
lowered unless the depth be restored by 
remedial works 


Great Loss to Navigation. 

“In a word, every drop of water taken out 
of Chicago necessarily tends to nullify costly 
improvements mace under direct authority of 
congress throughout the great lakes, and a 
withdrawa! of the amount now applied for 
would nullify such expenditures to the 
ammount of many millions of dollars, as we!! 
a= inflict an even greater loss upon the nevi- 
gation interests using such waters 

“On the other hand, the demand for tha 
diversion of this water at Chicago !s based

tation. There !s involvedin this case no issue 
ef conflicting claims of navigation The 
chief of engineers reports that so far as the 
interests of navigation alone are concerned 
even if we should eventually construct a deep 
waterway from the great lakes to the Mis- 
sissippi over the route of the sanitary canal, 
the maximum amount of water to be diverted 
from Lake Michigan need actually be not 
over 1,000 feet per second, or less than a 
quarter of the amount already being used 
for sanitary purposes in the canal. 


Danger in Increased Flow. 

“This estimate is confirmed by the report 
of the special board of engineers on the deep 
waterway from Lockport, IIl., to the mouth 
of the Ilhinols river, dated Jan. 28, 1911. It 
is also confirmed by the practical experi- 
ence of the great Manchester ship canal in 
England. From the standpoint of navigation 
alone in such a waterway too great a di- 


* 


lands. 

“ We have, therefore, presented in this case 
claims of entirely different characters and 
jurisdictions—the claim of sanitation on the 
one side and of navigation on the other: ths 
vital interest of a single community on the 
one side and the broad interest of the com- 
merce of the nation on the other. 


Power of Secretary of War. 

rs The discretion given to the secretary of 
war under sections 9 and of the act of 
1890 is broad, but I have grave doubts as 
to whether it wag intended to authorize Alm 
to grant a permit which would inflict-ea sub- 
stantial injury wpon commerce in order to 
benefit sanitation. The entire purpose and 
scope of that legislation was to make him 
the guardian of the commercial interestea of 
the nation represented in their waterways. 
And while he sometimes under that statute 
muet decide that the interests of one classiof¢ 
transportation are less important and muat 
yield to the conflicting interests of another 
class I have considerable doubt whether it 
was intended to give him authority to sacri- 
fice gubstantial interests of navigation to 
entirely different claims over which he nor- 
mally has no fjuriediction whatever. 


Puts Matter Up to Congress. 

“ But however that may be, and without 
resting my decision upon the question of 
legal authority, I am quite clear as a mat- 
ter of discretion that under the facts pre- 
sented by this case no further diversion of 
water should be permitted at Chicago with- 
out the direct sanction of the congress of 
the United States. I do not for ope moment 
minimize the importance of preserving the 
health of the great city of Chicago; but when 
a method of doing this is proposed whith wil! 
materially injure a most important class of 
the oommerce of the nation and which will 
also sériously affect the interests of a for- 
eign power, it should not be done without the 
deliberate consideration and authority of 
the representatives of the entire nation. 


Future Needs of Chicago. 

“The growth of Chicago is phenomena] 
and its representatives are quite unwilling to 
put any final limit to the demand which may: 
be made upon the waters of Lake Michigan 
for its sanitation under the syetem now in 
use. I have before me the report in 1911 of 
the president of the sanitary district, in which 
he says. 

‘‘T am of the opinion that the presump- 
tion that our water supply is to be lim- 
ited to 10,000 cubic feet per second, or 
600,000 cubic feet per minute, is gratuitous 
and mischievous and should not be voiced 
by the officials of this district. I believe 
we should have the volume requisite to 

our needs as they appear and are justified. 

‘“‘Tt is therefore quite concelvable that 
compliance with their sanitary neede ac- 
cording to this method of sanitation may 
evemtually materially change this great nat- 
ural watercourse now eXisting through the 
lakes. 


Questions of National Policy. 

“The weighing of the sanitation and pos- 
sibly the health of one locality over against 
the commerce of the rest of the nation and 
the consideration of our relations and obliga- 
tions to Canada in respect to a great inter- 
national waterway are not matters of mere 
technical or scientific deduction. They are 
broad questions of national policy.. They are 
quite different in character, example, 
from the question of fixing the proper loca- 
tion of a pierhead Hne or the height or width 
of a drawbridge over a navigabie stream— 
fair samples of the questions which come 
to the secretary of raw for decision under 
the above mentioned act of 1899. While the 
researches and opinions of experts in the 
respective flelds are necessary and useful as 
an assistance towards reaching a fair and. 
proper policy, the final determination of that 
policy should belong not toan administrative 
officer but rather to those bodies to whom we 
are accustomed to intrust the making of our 


laws and treaties. 


Decides Against More Flow. 

“Yn my view ofthe proper exercise of my 
discretion in this matter the foregoing con- 
siderations are sufficient for a decision of 
this case. Having reached the conclusicn 
that the proposed diversion of the waters of 
Lake Michigan would substantially injure 
the interests of navigation on the great lakes 
which {t is my legal duty to protect, It would 
clearly follow that the present application 
ghould be denied. 

“T have carefully examined, however, the 
evidence which both sides have introduced 
bearing upon the sanitary needs of the cliy 
of Chicago, and my conclusion ts in no way 
shaken. I am not persuaded that the amount 
of water applied for is necessary to a proper 
sanitation of the city of Chicago. The eyv!- 
dence indicates that at bottom the issue 
comes down to the question of cost. Other 
adequate systems of sewage disposa! are 
possible and are In use throughout the world 


* Problem of Sewage Disposal. 

“The problem that confronts Chicago is 
not different in kind but simply larger and 
more pressing than that which confronts 
all of the other cities on the great lakes, in 
which nearly 8,000,000 people of this country 
are Hving. The urban population of those 
cities, like that of Chicago,

character of the water of the lakes must 
sooner or later be found for them all. 
“The evidence before me satisfies me that 
‘tt would be possible in one of several ways 
tc at least so purify the sewage of Chicago 
as to require very much less water for its 
dilution than is now required by it in its "n- 
purified condition. A recent report of the 
engineer of the sanitary commission (Oct. 
12, 1911) proposes eventually to use some 
such method, but proposes to postpone its 
installation for a number of years to come, 
relying upon the present more wasteful 
method in the meanwhile. 


No Case of Necessity Shown. 

“Tt is manifest that so long as the city is 
Permitted to increase the amount of water 
which it may take from the lakes there wil! 
be a strong temptation placed upon it to 
postpone a more scientific and possibly more 
expensive method of disposing of its sewage. 
This is particularly true in view of the fact 
that by so doing it may still further dimin- 
ish its expenses by utilizing the water di- 
verted from the lakes for water pewer at 
Lockport. But it must be remembered that 
for every unit of horse power realised by 
this water at Lockport four units of similar 
horse power would be produced at Niagara, 
where the natural conditions are so much 
more favorable. Without, therefore, going 
more into detall in a discussion of this ques- 
tion, I Ifeel clear that no such case of neces- 
sity has been presented by the evidence be- 
fore me as ‘would justify the proposed injury 
to the wany varied interests in the great 
waterways of our lakes and their appur- 
tenant rivers. 


Restoring of Lake Levels. 

“It remains only to consider certain spe- 
cial arguments that have been pressed upon 
me. It has been urged that the levels of 
the lakes, even if lowered, could be restored 
by compensating works, To a certain ex- 
tent that is true. But the very nature of 
this consideration offers another Hlustra- 
tion of the importance of having the whole 
question passed upon by congress. Such 
compensating works can only be construct- 
ed by the authority of congress and at cgon- 
siderable cost. It is not a matter Which is 
in the hands of the secretary of war. Per- 
mission to divert water which will at one 
and the same time nullify the effect of past 
appropriations and make necessary similar 
expenditures in the future should be granted 
only with the express consent _of the body 
in whose hands the making of such appro- 
priations and the authorization of such 
works rest. 


Interest of Canada Involved. 

“ Furthenmore, in most cases such com- 
pensating works could only be constructed 
with the joint ocnsent of our neighbor, Cana- 
da. The United States government alone 
would be unable, even if it were willing to 
spend ite own funds, to compensate for the 
Gamage done through the lowering of these 
levels unless Canada were willing to join In 
constructing the portion of such works which 
would hecessarily stand upon Canadian eoil. 

‘ The question therefore becomes not mere- 
ly national! but international, and this leads 
me to the consideration of arguments which 


: were urged by both sides in reference to the 


treaty with Great Britain in respect to Cana- 
da of Jan..11, 1908. A careful consideration 
of that treaty fails to indicate to me that it 
is in any way controlling upon the questiona 
now before me. It gives to the citizens of 
both countries certain mutual rights of navi- 
gation in the waters of the great lakes and 
their connecting rivers; but beyond that the 
question of the right to this diversion at Chi- 
cago seéms to me to have been carefully ex- 
cluded 


Sanitary Use of Water. 

“ The applicante for the permit have urged 
upon me that article 8 of the treaty gives a 
preference to the uses of water of the lakes 
for domestic and ganttary purposes over the 
uses of such water for navigation. Article &, 
however, applies only to future cases brought 
before the intermational joint commission; 
and furthermore I am chearly of the opinion 
that the domeetic and sanitary purposes re- 
ferred to in that article w intended to be 
the ‘ordinary’ uses of such) waters for do- 
mestic ahd sanitary purposes referred to in 
article 32 It would be quite/contrary to our 
own national policy to givesuch preference 
to an extraordinary sanit use of such «a 
character as to oreate a subdetantial injury 
to navigation. The matter haa been before 
our Supreme court in the case of the United 
States ve. the Rbo Grande Dam and Irriga- 
tion compaenhy, 174 U. 8., 680. 

Rio Grande Oase Cited. 

** In that cage the Supreme court held that a 
company which proposed to take the water of 
the Rio Grande river for the purpose, among 
others, of supplying water to cities and towne 
for domestic and municipal purposes, could 
be prevented from so doing when the result 
would be a substantial injury to the naviga- 
pity of the Rio Grande river farther down. 
In its opinion the court said: 

“The question always is one of fact. 
whether such appropriation substantially 
interferes with the navigable capacity 
within the limite where navigation is a 
recognized fact. In the course of the ar- 
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gument this suggestion was made, and it 
seems to us not unworthy of note, as il- 
lostrating this thought. The Hudson 
river runs within the limits of the state 
ef New York, It fs a navigable stream 
and a part of the navigable waters of the 
United States, so far, at least, as from 
, Albany southward. One of the streams 
which flows into it and contributes to the 
volume of its waters is the Croton river, 
a nonnavigable stream. Its waters are 
taken by the state of New York for do- 
mestic uses in the city of New York. Un- 
qnestionably the state of New Yerk has 
a right to appropriate its waters, and the. 
United States mey not question such ap- 
propriation, unless thereby the naviga- » 
bility of the Hudson be disturbed. On the 
other hand, if the state of New York 
should, evén at a place above the limite 
of navigabdility, by appropriation for any 
domestic purposes, diminish the volume 
of waters, which, flowing into the Hud- 
gon, make it a navigable stream, to such 
an extent es to destroy its navigability, 
undoubtedly the jurisdiction of the nation- 
al government would arise and its power 
to restrain such appropriation be unques- 
tioned; and within the purview of this 
gection (act of Sept. 10, 1890 ch. 907) it 
would become the right of the attorney 
general to institute proceedings to re- 
strain such appropriation. 


Provisions of the Treaty. 

“The treaty, however, contains provisions 
in ite article 10 by which ‘any questions or 
matters of difference arising between the 
high contracting parties involving the rights, 
obligationa, or interests of the United States 
or of the Dominion of Canada, either in 
relation to each other or to their respective 
inhabitants, may be referred for decision to 
an international joint’ commiseaton estab- 
lished by the said treaty.’ 

“The hearing before me brought forth the 
fact that the government of Canada regards 
the proposal contained in this application as 
one which affects the material interests of 
that country. The establishment by formal 
treaty between the two countries of a tri- 
bunal with jurisdiction to decide just such 
questions seems to me to afford an addi- 
tional reason against the assumption of juris- 
diction to decide the question by an admin- 
istrative officer of one of those countries. 

“In short, after a careful consideration of 
all the facte presented, I have reached the 
following conclusions: 

“1. That the diversion of 10,000 cubic feet 
per second from Lake Michigan, as applied 
for in this petition, would substantially inter- 
fere with the navigable capacity of the 
navigable waters in the great lakes and 
their connecting rivers. 

“2. That that being so, it would not be 
appropriate for me, without express congres- 
sional sanction, to permit such a diver- 
sion, however clearly demanded by the local 
interests of the sanitation of Chicago. 

“3. That on the facts here presented no 
such case of local permanent necessity is 
made evident. 

“4. That the provisions of the Canadian 
treaty for a setthement by joint commission 
of ‘questions or matters of difference’ between 
the United States and Canada offer a further 
reason why no administrative officer should 
authorize a further diversion of water, man- 
ifestly so injurious to Canada, against Cana- 
dian protest. 

“The prayer of the petition is therefore 
deniedc.”’ 


CALLS DECISION “DIFFERENT.” 

“I have just been told of the contents of 
the decision of the secretary of war concern- 
ing the application of the sanitary district 
for a permit to divert 10,000 cubic feet of 
water per second from Lake Michigan,” said 
Edmund D. Adcock, attorney for the district, 
yesterday. ‘*' The position of the secretary, 
as shown by his decision, is different from 
any taken by the United States government 
in any period of its history. 

“ The waters of Lake Michigan heve been 
A eR I A ER A LT RE ee 


used by the inhabitants of Chicago and en- 
virons for the dilution of sewage as well as 
for navigation purposes since the construc- 
tion of the Illinofs and Michigan canal in 
1848. The United States government, by the 
act of congress of 1827, granted certain 
lands to Illfnois for the purpose of building 
a canal ‘to unite’ the waters of Lake Mich- 
igan with the Illinois river. 

“Since the compietion of that cana! those 
waters have been actually united as an out- 
let from. Lake Michigan, and the waters of 
Lake Michigan have been used for all pur 
poses, This outlet, geologists agree, existed 
in a natural state until a comparatively re- 
cent time. 

‘Tt is unjust for the United States author- 
ities now, after so long a time and after the 
expenditure by the people of this commu- 
nity of so many millions of dollars in the con- 
struction of the canal and in the building of 

the greatest municipally operated: electric 
power plant in the world, to attempt to de- 
stroy them. This is merely the beginning of 
the fight. The controversy will not be deter- 
mined until} the citizens and taxpayers of this 


‘eommunity receive justice.” 


Cites Losses to Chicago. 

John C. Williams, former attorney for the 
board, said: 

“The secretary of war has been con- 
sistentliy against the interests of Chicago 
and in favor of the great navigation and 
commercial interests of the great lakes. 

“T-am told that a diversion of 10,000 
oubic feet of water from Lake Michigan is 
found by him to lower the level of that lake 
about six inches, and a consequent loss to 
navigation imterests of an annual amount 
which. if capitalized, would amount to about 
$87,500,000 Practically one-half of this 
amount of diversion has been continuous 
since 1900, but the capacity of lake veasels 
has increased nearly 100 per cent. His own 
figures would, therefore, only indicate a loss 
of less than $20,000,000. 

‘* The city of Chicago, if this decision were 
final, would lose the benefit of an investment 
of $70,000,000 in the canal, the loss of one of 
the greatest municipally operated plants in 
the world, and be saddied with a burden of 
at least $100,000,000 to rearrange the sewer 
systems and another method of sewage dis- 
posal to protect the lives of its people. He 
would increase the death rate from typhoid 
fever and other Intestinal diseases each 
year from nine per 100,000 to as much as 175 


, per 100,000 in a district having a population 


of about 2,500,000, to save less than $20.- 
000,000 to the steel trust and ifts subsidiary 
corporations engaged in carrying ore.”

WANTS LOANS SET. FORTH 


Seeks to Learn if Law IAmiting

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12—[{Speolal.}—The 
Puje money trust investigating comméttee 
will finish ite examination of witnesses this 
week and will begin the preparation of a 
preliminary report to congress. which will be 
sensational because of the epitome made of 
the reyelationg of the operations of high 
finance. 


The investigation is to be reopened during 


the extra session with enlarged powers to be 


obtained from congress. The banking and

Every 
member posseases the power to refuse clear- 
ance and thus put out of businers a compett- 
tor bank or @ bank run by officia!s offensive 
to the member.

Clearing House Power Arbitrary. 


The testimony taken shows that clearing 
bouses exercise arbitrary power in forcing 
banks to increase all manner of charges, in- 
cluding fees for out of town collections, 
check books, etc. In short, clearing houses 
force banks te combine against their cus- 
tomers in order to increase the profits of 
the banks, threetening to exclude them 
from clearance in cake of refueal to do as 
required. 

In the opinion of the comm*éttee there has 
deen established the need for either state 
or federal lews which will compel the in- 
eerporation of clearing houses.

_ Denies Revival of Dreyfus Affair 
Has Bearing on Political 
Situation. 


PARIS. Jan. 12.—Alexandre Millerand, who 
Won a reputation at home and abroad as a 
great War minister, resigned from that office 
today. M. Lebrun, minister of colonies, has 
been appointed minister of war, and M. Bes - 
nard, under secretary of finance, replaces 
M. Lebrun. the under secretaryship being 
temporarily abolished. 

This ministerial crisis was the direct out- 
come of the reinstatement of Lieut. Col. 
du Paty de Clam in the French territorial 
army. With the election of president com- 
ing on Friday the political situation has 
become greatly confused, with indications 
pointing to a stirring week, 

His Duty, Declares. Millerand. 

The reinstatement incident ied to dramatic 
sessions of the cabinet at which M. Mille- 


rand explained that he felt in honor bound 


to re@stablish Du Paty de Clam in fulfillment 
of a promise made by his predecessor in ihe 
war ministry, M. Messimy, but as this act 
was causing serious attacks against the 
ministry, he desired to withdraw.

Jap-Russ War Results. 

Russia’s failure to evacuate Manchuria, 
which it had occupied at the time of the 
Boxer outbreak, coupled ‘with its interfer- 
ence with Japanese schemes in Korea, led 
to the Russo-Japanese war. This occupancy 
of Manchuria being a plain violation of both 
the “open door’ and the integrity of China 
principles, and Japan going to War osten- 
sibly to stop it, American sympathies were 
with Japan. 

The war was not overlong before the 
Chinese saw that what Japan had fought 
for was not to prevent Russia taking any of 
China but to make. Russia realize that it 
had to share the spoils with Japan. Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners having business

Miss Ida Tarbell Declares Amer- 
ican Women Dress in Bad Taste. 


CITES THE HOBBLE SKIRT. 


Lack of Originality and Art by the 
Rich as Well as the Poor. 


New York, Jan. 12.—‘Tthe instinct for 
ornament has got the upper hand of « 
great body of American women,” asserts 
Miss Ida Tarbell in a talk on women's dress. 

She mentioned the peach basket hat, the 
hobbie skirt, and slippere in the street as 
examples of bad taste In fashions. 

“There is no national taste in dress; there 
is only admirable skill in adapting fashions 
made in other countries,’’ she continued. 
“There is no national sense of restraint and 
proportion. There is no national sense of 
quality; even the rich today in this country 
wear imitation laces. 

“The very heart of the question of clothes 
of the American woman is imitation. That 
is, we are not engaged in an effort to work 
out Individuality. We are not engaged inan 
effort to And costumes which by their expres- 
sion of the taste and the spirit of these people 
can be fixed upon as appropniate American 
costumes—something of our own. From top 
to bottom we are copying. 


Cheap Copies of Models, 

“The woman of wealth goes to Parts and 
Vienna for the real masterpieces of a sea- 
son's wardrobe. The great dressmakers and 
milliners go to the same cities for their 
modele. The French or Viennese mode, 
started in upper Fifth avenue, spreade by 
degrees to the lower east side. Bach move 
gees ft reproduced tn matertate a littie Tess 
elegant and durable, Me colors a trifle vul- 
garized, ite ornaments cheapened, tts laces 
poorer. 

“This habit of buying poor imitations 
does not end in a gin’s life with her clothes. 
When she marries she carries it into her 
home. Decoration, not furnishing, is the 
keynote of all she touches. 


Bears on Cost of Living, 

“Has all this no relation to the national 
prosperity—to the cost of Hving? This pro- 
duction of shcddy cloth, cotton laces, cheap 
furniture, what is {t bud waste—waeaste of 
labor and meterial? Time and money end 
strength which might heve been turned te 
production of things of permanent value 
have been spent in things which have ne 
goodness in them. 

“The worst of thie fantasy ie not only 
that !t forces too much attention from used 
ful women, but it gives too much polee and 
assurance to the ignorant end useless. If 
you look like the woman of a set you are as 
‘good’ as they, is the democratic standard of 
many a young woman. 

“ Moreover, the false standard it sets up 
socially is intolerable. Tt eounds fantastic 
to say that whole bodies of women place their 
chief reliance for social advancement on 
dress, but itistrue. They are, or are not, as 
they are gowned!”

HOTEL MAN HERE 38 YEARS 


Started as Night Clerk and Rose Rap- 
idly in Chosen Career. 


A career of thirty-eight years in the hotel 
business In Chicago wa@ brought to a close 
yesterday | morning when Enoch Albert 
Whipple. manager of the Grand Pacific hotel, 
died at his hame, 1818 Lelandavenue.. Death 
wae due toa hemorrhage induced by gastritis.

The 
Grand Pacific Hotel company was organized 
and took over the hotel about four years ago 
and Mr. Whipple became a stockholder and 
remained ita manager,

‘half of a door,’ ‘half or division of an 
army.’ 

‘The Greek version rendered zela ‘ pleu- 
ra, and St. Jerome chose ‘ costa’ for it in 
his vulgate version. Both mean ‘rib,’ but 
Only in a secondary sense. Both originally 
denote ‘side,’ like ‘side of an army.’ 

The reference to side or half taken from 
the man and built or made into a woman 
carries us back to an idea, widespread among 
Classical and orienta! peapies, that man once 
existed in duplex form, and that at some 
time God bisected him

“The treatment of the Philippines is cer- 
tain to be one of the important problems of 
the incoming Democratic administration. I 
want to know how to act as a citizen and 
also how to advise others to act. President 


Plan Impartial Investigation. 

“In my corespondence with missionaries 
and my talks with educators and military 
men who have come from there, I have been 
led to feel strongly that the opinion of Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Roosevelt is the correct one. 
However, I want to know for myself and I 
will give the eubject an impartial investiga- 
tion 

“I expect to visit all of the missions of all 
of the churches.

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A TESTIMONIAL OF VALUE. 

An unsolicited but valuable commendation 
of the parcel post comes unwillingly but con- 
vincingly from persons in position to speak 
with knowledge. They operate the express 
companies of the country, ‘They are pre- 
paring to reduce express rates to meet the 
competition of the post. 

They tell us nothing that was not known 
when they suggest that the express rates can 
be reduced now that a necessity for doing so 
has been found.

As a trick of competition it is an old one. 
lf the companies could fight the post success- 
fully they would find eager men in congress 
to listen to their reasons why the service 
should not be extended. The people, how- 
ever, are likely to remember what’ has 
squeezed the extortion out of the expresa 


’ yates where the rates met competition. 


HARMONY IN THE ARMY. 

One of the most important gatherings 
held in the national capital for some years is 
that.of leading officers of the army now 
there in session. It is the first of a series of 
conferences called by the secretary of war to 
consider the general staff army organization 
plan, which, if carried out, will go far toward 
giving the United States a modern military 
establishment. : " 

In the army, as in every other body of 
men, there are reactionaries and those who 
think what was good enough for the past 
is good enough for the future, who dislike 
change and refuse to see that everything 
is changing in spite of them. 

Among the older officers of the army are 
many. men who have smelt powder and won 
their spurs on the field of battle, who have 
been able and valiant, and who, for reasons

A New York woman physician and nerve 
specialist asserts that the activity of women 
in behalf of suffrage is making for the de- 
terioration of the feminige sex. The stress 
of the propaganda, she claims, affects 
woman mentally and physically, and is even 
provocative of harm to the children yet un- 
bern. She also ventures the opinion that the 
suffrage movement is nothing more than a 
“ mere spasm.” 

‘ The message of the woman nerve special- 
ist is rather a false alarm. There may be 
some women supporters of suffrage who find 
it a considerable strain to divide their time 
between the duties of the home and the du- 
ties to the movement. But that does not war- 
rant the prediction that the suffrage move- 
‘ment will have a deteriorating effect upon 
womankind at large. On the contrary, 
woman suffrage will prove of tremendous 
benefit not only to women but to the chil- 
dren yet unborn, for whose welfare the 
woman physician is so solicitous. 

Some 600,000 women work for theirliving 
im the United States at present. Thousands 
upon thousands of working girls, it was 
shown on investigation, work under condi- 
tions which either totally unfit them for 


. motherhood or else make it impossible for 


them to bring any but weak, puny, and crip- 
pled children into the world. 

Woman suffrage, by giving the women of 
the country a voice in legislation, will result 
in laws which will eliminate meny of the de- 
etatfing and oppressive conditions under 
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Are the laws and ordinances weapons of 
political war, instruments of politica) black- 
mail and coercion? 

These are not questions of “ wet” or 
“dry,” of “ personal liberty " or puritanism, 
of Republican or Democrat. 

They are questions of decent government 
versus corruption and lawlessness, of 
civilization versus semi-barbarism.

The ueual difficulty is that the nose is 
too small, aad there is not enough gir room. 
For this there are several reasons, Some- 
times One is present and sometimes another. 

Adenoids and enlarged tonsils in children 
natrow the nose space. The child breathes 
through its mouth, and the nose nnused does 
not develop normally. The upper jaw does 
not spreed from side to side as it should; the 
roof of the mouth arches up and ghuts off 
some of the nose space, 

The midbone of the nose, called the sep- 
tum, is set on the upper side of the roof of 
the mouth, and, as the roof arches up, the 
septum crumpies up somewhat like an 8. 
When the side bones grow out to moisten, 
warm, and clean the air, not much space is 
left for the air to pass through. 

What's to be done about it? Several 
things. Clean out the adenoids and tonsils, 
when these are enlarged and obstructing. 


| Stop children from sucking their thumbs, or 


pacifiers, or nipples, habits which narrow the 
upper jew, raise the roof of the palate, and 
narrow the nose space.

For your children do everything possible 
to stimulate the growth of a large, bony 
frame end «a etrong mass of muscles. See 
that there is plenty of play, with its conse- 
quent deep, full breathing and correct mouth 
breathing. ’ 

Until the youth has reached about 25 It is 
easily possible to spread the upper jaw, 
drop the arch of the roof, and thus increase 
the nose space. This is done by jackscrews 
pressing the sides of the upper jaw apart. 

After 25 not much can be done. Cutting 
off spurs, straightening the septum, and re- 
moving turbinates help a little. The rex! 
remedy is to see that the upper jew is broad 
enough and the mouth roof low enough in 
childhood and youth.

ORD GRANTLEY, whose first wife and 
the mother of his children was Kath- 
arine McVickar, daughter of Commo- 
dore W. H. McVickar of the New York 
Yacht club, has just purchased the 

beautiful Red Rice estate near Andover, 
which for several years has been occupied by 
Ernest Cunard and his American wife, 
daughter of J. McPheeters of Baltimore, and 
former wife of Edward Padleford of Wash- 
ington, D. ©. 

As the Ernest Cunards are very ho@pita- 
bie, Red Rice is familiar to a considerable 
number of people from this side of the At- 
lantic, who have stayed there for week end 
parties as their guests during the season and 
also for the shooting, which is excellent there. 

It formerly belonged to the Errington fam- 
ily and during the reign of George III., when

She was formerly the wife of Clement Martin 
Le Breton, the lawyer brother of Lady De 
Bathe, better known on the stage as Mrs. 
Langtry. Clement Le Breton divercad his 
wife, naming Lord Grantley as co-respond- 
ent. After the decree had been made abso- 
lute Lord Grantley married the ex-Mra Le 
Breton, 

Curiously enough, Lord Grantley’s first 
wife was also a divorcée. His marriage to 
her was in the nature of @ romance. She 
had been previously married to his uncie, 
Maj. Charles Brinsley Norton, who wae at 
that time the next heir to his nephew's peer- 
age. Aunt and nephew fell in love with each 
other and eloped. The decree was granted 
in due course against Mrs, Norton, and on 
the day after it became absolute she became 
the wife of Lord Grantley. Twelve years 
later the late Lady Grantley presented her 
husband with a son and heir, whose appear- 
ance in the world destroyed the prospects of 
Maj. Norton succeeding to the peerage of 
his nephew, who had thus deprived him 
not only of his wife but also of his chances 
of eucceeding te the title and estates.

Lord Grantiey ts descended from Richard 
Norton, sheriff of Northumberland in the 
reign of Queen Filizabeth, and the first Lord 
Grantley wes sepaker of the house of com- 
mons during the early years of the reign of 
George III. The present Lord Grantley was 
brought up almost altogether by his grand- 
mother, Mrs. George Norton, the lovely and 


i brilliant granddaughter of Richard Brinsley 


Sheridan, and who died ase the wife of Sir 

iliam Stirling Maxwell, Bart., and Knight 
of the Thistle. She was the heroine of the 
romance of Lord Melbourne's life—that Lord 
Melbourne who was the frst prime minister 
and mentor of Queen Victoria. George Nor- 
ton brought a suit for divorce against his 
wife, naming Lord Melbourne as co-re- 
epondent, but he wage defeated and Mra. 
Norton’s name cleared. 

Her favorite nephew was the late Lord 
Dufferin, and it may be recalled that on one 
occasion he took up the cudgele in the press 
in order to defend her from the charge, con- 
tained in some memoirs, that she had taken 
advantage of Lord Herbert of Lea’s admira- 
tion for her to wheedle out of him, then a 
cabinet minister, a state secret—namely:

If Lord Grantley was brought up by his 
grandmother rather than by his mother it 
was because his relatives held that she would 
be better fitted for the task. For his mother 
was en Italian peamapt woman, and scarce- 


‘ ly equipped, from an intellectual end educa- 


tional point of view, to train e high spirited 
child with a wiid strain of southern blood in 
his veins for tho réle of an hereditary jegis- 
lator at Westminster and of a peer of the 
realm. The late-Lord Grantley wae for a time 
in the diplomatic service, and while serving 
under Sir William» Temple at Naples prior 
to his accession te the peerage became in- 
fatuated with Mariuecia Federigo, the lovely 
daughter of @ well to de peasant at Capri. 
The romance eulminated in his resignation 
from the diplomatic service, in his conversion 
from @ Protestant whe had until then af- 
fected a cold contempt for what he described 
as ‘Italian syperstition,” inte a devout 
Roman Catholic, and in his marriage to the 
girl. Two children were born to the marriage 
and that the life of the penegant girl trans- 
planted into English eociety wee an alto- 
gether happy one it would be idle to assert.

af poems, one, entitled * April Lilac,” being 
especially noteworthy. She has also several 
successful plays, which have enjoyed good 
runs in London theaters, to her credit.

the Oollege of Physicians and Surgeons and 
a special committee from the Dlinots State 
Medicai society are urging on Gov. Elect 
Dunne and the legislature a plam by which 
the university may absorb the medical 
school. Since last June the Collegeof Physi- 
clans and Surgeons bas been out from the 
arnangement with the university end the lat- 
ter has been without a miedica! school. 

The alumni of the profeseional schoo! hawe 
offered to buy all outstanding stock and pre- 
sent # to the university on condition that 
the school become an integral part of thede- 
partment of public education. The untver- 
sity trustees have signified their approval 
It remains for the legislature to agree to the 
plan, thereby assuming Mability by the state 
for the $265,000 bonded and floating indebted- 
ness, before it can be carried out.

“The trustees have given us until Feb. 1 
to make the transfer,” said Dr. Charles 8S. 
Bacom, chairman of the special committee 
from the medical society, “ but I belie?) an 
extension of that time will be granted, in view 
of the dfficulty the legislature Is having at 
present. The unanimity of the committee 
and the different alumni bodies points to the 
approval the program is meeting. It seems 
essential to needed development.”

‘In one of the recent letters to THE TRIBUND 

I note where one woman says she cannot buy 

eggs or butter, both being too high priced. [If 

a few more home wives would do this I think 

maybe it would.be the means in time of such 
things. getting cheaper. 

“My husband and I work on a little fruit 
farm along. the Lake Shore drive about three 
miles south of St. Joseph, Mich., owned by a 
wealthy gnan in Chicago. My husband only 
gete a salary of $40 a month, so you can see 
that I also have to economize. We are paying 
on a lot in our home town, which takes $5 a 
month, then we have electric lights in seven 
rooms. Of course {| am careful they don't ex- 
ceed $1 a month. Butter’is'40 cents @ pound, 
pure lard is also very: high. I get what they 
call the compound. I get two pounds for 25 
cents. Then I go to the market and get 10 
or. 18 cents worth of good, fresh beef suet 
and render it out, and melt my lard and mix 
tt. Now, this makes your lard go farther and 
makes it cheaper, and is just as good for any 
use. If you wish to make fried cakes I think 
it is better with the suet in. If some one 
wishes a recipe for dried apple cake I will 
send it. at their request It makes a lovely 
fruit cake for Christmas and cheap. We also 
try to put $10 or $15 in the bank every month.

I keep butcher 
and grocer accounts separately. I learned to 
read my gas meter and lower the gas flame 
when less heat was needed, IL have made a 
big saving in my meat bill. Steaks have been 
discarded for stews and other nutritious and 
appetizing dishes, - which cheaper cuts are 
just as desirable. I try to do the greater part 
of my marketing, especially in selecting meats, 
fruit, and vegetables. 

“I have not had time to go bargain hunt- 
ing, and confine my purchases to two grocers 
and two butchers and pay all bills at the end 
of each month with checks. One month my 
household expenses, covering the foregoing 
items, amounted to $22.86. On an average they 
reach about $25 a month. I have reorganized 
ie departments of my household on a business 

asis. 

“I have experienced a real pleasure in doing 
all this, and for me the plan, besides solving in 
a considerable way the present high cost of 
living problem, has lifted housekeeping out of 
drudgery into a real business.

Percentage Saving. 

Keeping in mind the percentage of saving 
has been of more help to me than anything in 
small economies. So many times the chance 
to Save a few cents seems so smali as to hardly 
pay, when the percentage of saving is very 
great. 

To illustrate: Three 5 cent spools of thread 
for 5 cents is a saving of only 10 cents, but 
the percentage saving is 200 per cent, or six 
bars of 5 cent soap for a quarter is a saving 
of 162-3 per cent, etc. 

Thinking of these small economies in this 
way dignifies them, and makes them seem more 
important, and we are more apt to take advan- 
tage of themg Of course. it is ustally the 
housewife who must exért herself thus, and 
so in our home the money saved in this way 
is each day put in a small metal bank, which 
is opened and deposited in her name. at regu- 
lar intervals. By keeping track of every cent 
saved in this way the saving becomes actual. 
and not “just sawed” to be wasted in some 
other way. These savings in the last year 
netted me $18 in the bank, which I am saving 
as a nucleus for my son's education.

Grease or Ten Sania: . 

“Can you tell me what will remove grease 
from a light tan serge coat? 

“TI am sending a recipe for brown bread: 
Two eggs, one teaspoonful of salt, one-half 
cup of brown sugar, half a cup of molasses, one 
cup of white flour, two cups of graham flour, 
one-half cup of raisins or half a cup of chopped 
walnuts, two cups of sour milk, in which stir 
two teaspoons of baking soda. Bake in a 
moderate oven fifty to sixty minutes.

Laundry Soap—Put six pounds of your ac- 
cumulated “soap grease” into a kettle with 
two cupfuls of cold water and heat slowly 
to the boil. This reached, set the kettle with 
contents aside until next day. Take off the 
cake of fat carefully from the top. The im- 
purities will have settled at the bottom of the 
water. Put into a large pot three pounds of 
washing soda and two of unslaked lime, and 
add four gallons of bpiling water. Stir, and

when the soda and lime are perfecfly werent 
strain thr coarse cloth into another 

Mix with this your clarified fat and boil rm 
for two hours, stirring often. Bmpty what of 
the alkaline mixture is left in the cloth into. 
a bowl, and pour upon it a gallon of cold water. 
As the soap boils thick, thin with this mixture 
Boil to the right consistency. Try @ little at 
the end of the two hours. Just beforé taking it 
off the fire stir in a handful of salt. Wet a 
broad bottomed tub to prevent sticking and 
pour in the compound. Next day cut the solid 
mass into cakes or bars and. lay in the sun to 
dry. Leave it there for at least a week, turn- 
ing the soap daily. Then lay it upon shelves 
to ripen. In two months it will be fit for use. 
Six months will make it still better. It will 
keep indefinitely.
